C.  452,  $nd  alleges  that  said  petition  is  insufficient  and  invalid  and  wholly  void 
because: 


1.  Whereas  the  clear  import  of  St.  1948,  C.  452,  was  that  all 
^Vanks  applied  for  by  preliminary  petition  at  or  about  the  same  time  would  be 
;ued  at  or  about  the  same  time,  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  arbi¬ 
trarily  and  in  disregard  of  the  clear  import  of  said  statute  and  with  the 
motive  of  favoring  the  proponents  of  Plan  A.  caused  the  Plan  A  blanks  to  be 
printed  ahead  of  all  other  blanks  and  delivered  the  Plan  A  blanks  to  the  ap¬ 
plicants  therefor  ahead  of  all  other  blanks,  with  the  result  that  the  Plan  A 
blanks  have  been  issued  in  violation  of  St.  1948,  C.  452,  and  are  therefore 
void. 


2.  The  entire  process  under  which  said  plan  A  blanks  were  issued 
and  signatures  obtained  thereon  is  void  because  it  was  entered  into  and  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  without  a  vote  or  votes  of  the  Bor-*rd  of  Election  Commissioners  as 
required  by  law.

I  waited  as  long  as  I  safely  could  before  taking  out  my 
nomination  papers  for  re-election  to  a  full  two  year  term  to  the  City 
Council,  as  I  desired  at  that  time  to  have  added  to  my  name  on  the 
ballot,  the  words  "Present  Councillor". 

I  expressed  this  desire  to  the  election  official  when  I 
applied  for  my  nomination  papers  tout  then  I  was  told  that  I  had  not 
been  sworn  in  as  City  Councillor  and  that  I  could  not  use  those 
descriptive  words. 

The  ballot  for  Boston’s  first  preliminary  election  under 
Plan  A,  about  to  be  printed  is  in  error. 

I  herewith  again  protest  to  the  Election  Commission  that  I 
desire  to  add  the  words  "Present  City  Councillor  for  Ward  9"  to  my 
name  on  the  ballot  instead  of  the  words,  "Former  Representative". 

As  the  returns  of  the  election  were  corrected,  so  in  a  like 
manner,  fundamental,  pernicious  and  monstrous  error  or  inequities 
flowing  from  these  corrected  returns  should  also  be  brought  up  to  date. 

In  equity  and  in  good  conscience,  I  believe  the  ballot  should 
be  so  amended.
